Nikolas Cruz, a former student of a high school in Florida, caused 17 
deaths and 14 injuries. 

Cruz pulled the fire alarm of the school, and while the students were 
running away hhe took advantage and began to shoot.

With the most death of this year, 17, 
and 14 other injures, the shooter, Nikolas Cruz, blended in 
with the crowd of student and was later arrested. He is now facing 
charges of murder and attempted murder.

February 5, 2018, one student 
was taken to the hospital after 
speaking to a couple individuals 
in a vehicle that attempted to rob, 
and subsequently shot and wounded 
him in the parking lot. These robbers, 
were two student that were arrested and 
charged with attempted murder and robbery.

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Keep TJC Beautiful initiative sees rapid growth

The Keep TJC Beautiful initiative aims to improve and maintain TJC’s campus. The 
initiative provides numerous way for students to get involved: a yearly Arbor Day event, an 
Adopt-a-Spot program, and a recycling system. Lauren Tyler, Director of Student Life, said 
that the initiative has seen rapid growth. “It really started last year with our first Arbor Day 
event. We had about 200 volunteers on March 5th last spring.” 

Then, in the fall, TJC officially “adopted” its own campus through the City of Tyler’s Keep 
Tyler Beautiful program. 

“We then broke out the campus into seventeen different zones, or spots,’ and all seventeen 
spots were adopted by organizations,” explained Tyler. Student organizations who adopt a spot 
on campus promise to meet and collect trash from their spot at least twice per semester. Signs 
around campus label which organizations have adopted certain spots. 

The initiative has also resulted in a revamped campus recycling system. After creating 
a recycling program for on-campus students, the Residence Hall Administration noticed an 
increasing amount of participation. 


Now, all students can participate in recycling pickup on certain Fridays throughout the 
semester. Tyler described recycling as an “easy way for students to get involved,” and remarked 
on the high turnout the program has seen. 

“We filled up every bin last week and then some. We’re already seeing such an 
overwhelming response/’Tyler also mentioned the impact that recycling at a school as large as 
TJC could have. “More people live on campus than there are in my hometown. You’re talking 
about a lot of water bottles and paper.” 

In the spring semester, recycling days will be held on March 2nd, March 23rd, April 
6th, April 20th, and May 4th from 11:00 am to 1:00 pm in the parking lot behind Potter 
Hall. Students may recycle #1 and #2 plastics, cardboard, paper, newspapers, magazines, and 
magazine stock paper. 

Students can also volunteer at Arbor Day from 2:00 pm to 4:00 pm on March 5th. 
Volunteers will plant 25 trees on the Jenkins lawn. “We’ll have food and T-shirts,” mentioned 
Tyler. 

But you don’t need to wait for an event to make a difference. Tyler suggested that students 
should also help keep their campus beautiful by doing little things, such as picking up any litter 
they see in their day-to-day lives. “It’s more than just one event or one organization,” stated 
Tyler, “it’s really a campus-wide effort.”

EMS, paramedic 
students gain hands-on 
training

TJC has a new ambulance simulator 
for EMT and paramedic students. The 
simulator was purchased in November 
of 2017, through Perkins Funds, which 
provides money for health programs and 
colleges. 

Last semester’s students only had 
a brief time with the simulator, as the 
semester came to and end. This semester, 
and going forward, the ambulance will see 
much more use. 

The simulator is built almost identical 
to the inside of a real ambulance, and is 
stocked the same way, so that students 
will know where everything is located. The 
only difference is, the students train on 
mannequins as their patients. 

“Tliis helps us provide training and 
simulations indoors in a safe environment 
with our students to prepare them for when 


they get to go ride ambulances... Because 
part of their training their gonna go out 
and do internships where they actually ride 
along in a real ambulance. And this helps 
get them acclimated to that,” said Rory 
Prue, the EMS department chair at Tyler 
Junior College. * 

Trey Moses, a part time instructor 
explains that' students, years ago,- had to use 
other students to practice on. But with the 
advanced technology in the simulations, 
students can now train for real life 
situations, without worrying about putting 
another student at risk. 

The medical department plans to 
design the box-like ambulance simulators 
with TJC stickers and graphics. They hope 
to give a real life feel for the outside of the 
simulator, just as the inside is.

Cruz was expelled from the school due to disciplinary 
actions months before, however he was constantly in trouble, 
and was even identified as a potential treat to his classmate 
last year. 

Cruz’s mom passed away due to the flu and pneumonia, 
and he was living with a friend since then. Cruz also posted 
constantly in social media pictures of guns and threaten to 
attack people. 

This particular incident has caused a lot of reactions from 
different ^people around the country. One of the survivors of 
the shooting, Emma Gonzalez, high school senior was part 
of a rally in Fort Lauderdale just two days after the shooting. 

In this anti-gun rally, Gonzalez expressed her wishes 
about making this shooting, the last mass shooting in the 
United States. 

This incident has also caused the. National Rifle 
Association to lose relationships with dozens of businesses 
that supported them prior the shooting. 

As expected, President Trump, gave his opinion to the 
country in a way that only he could do, calling “disgusting” 
and “a disgrace” to the sheriff’s deputies on Florida. 

President Trump, also proposed the idea of having 
a permit for teachers to carry a gun in order to protect the 
students. 

There is tons of criticism on the Broward County 
Sheriffs, asking them to resign after several of the deputies 
failed to engage Cruz during the shooting. 

This incident will have a lot of impact on this country, and 
with a lot of attention country wide, a change should be made 
so these incidents don’t happen in the country, regardless of 
the setting.

Esta marcha file una marcha en 
contra de las armas, y Gonzalez expreso 
sus deseos de que este tiroteo sea el ultimo 
tiroteo en los Estados Unidos Este caso ha 
cause que la Asociacion Nacional de Rifles, 
NRA, perdiera relation con docenas de 
empresas que la soportaban antes del tiroteo. 

Como era de esperarse, el 
presidente Trump, compartio su opin¬ 
ion con el pais en una manera que solo 
el pudo, llamando a los oficiales del con- 
tado “una desgracia” y “asquerosos” 


El Presidente Trump, tam¬ 
bien propuso la idea de tener un per- 
miso para que los profesores carguen un 
arma para proteger a los estudiantes.
